When he 
spoke of liberty, he meant free- 
dom from the injustices impos- 
ed by his own legally consti- 
tuted government which he had 
previously supported. Patrick 
Henry had a great philosophy- 
the unalterable conviction that 
individual liberty was more 
sacred than life itself. 

Nathan Hale, too, demon- 
strated high ideals when he de- 
clared as a climax to his pat- 
riotism: ‘‘I regret that I have 
but one life to give for my 
country.” 

Years ago, when James Rus- 
sell Lowell was the American 
minister in Great Britain, he 
was asked: ‘‘How long will the 
American Republic endure?” 
His answer was crisp and to 
the point, ‘‘as long,” he said, 
“tas the ideas of the men who 
made it continue to be domi- 
nant.”’

WASHINGTON (BP) — On 
June 17 the United States 
Supreme Court, by an 8&1 de 
cision, ruled that required Bi- 
ble reading and recitation of 
the Lord’s Prayer in public 
schools violate the First 
Amendment of the Constitution. 
This amendment prohibits an 
establishment of religion and 
guarantees free exercise there- 
of. The court’s decision does 
not answer all of the questions 
concerning the relation of re- 
ligion to the public schools, but

The court's opinion ig not a 
lengthy document, only 22 pag- 
es, is very readable and can 
be understood by anyone. A

They have 
come to be more meaningful 
than “tradition”, and are rec- 
ognized as religion. A new 
wave of litigation ‘began in the 
1940’s with- cases involving Je- 
hovah’s Witnesses, bus trans- 
portation, and released-time in- 
struction. Litigation in the field 
became popular and frequent. 
Many states had discarded 
“Public school religion” earl- 
jer, but now the ‘Cold war” 
seems to make it more im- 
portant.
